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A RUMORED ASSASINATION 


The State Department has re- 
ceived no official information of 
the assasination of Charles Sey- 
mour of the United States Consul- 
ate at Canton. The officials declined 
to express any opinion as to the 
diplomatic complications that may 
follow. Our fleet there is quite 
competent to protect American in- 
terests if collected and well handled, 
but it is now scattered. Charleg 
Seymour succeeded Wm. L. Scrugg 
of Illinois as Consul at Hong Kong. 
The State Department officials say 
they know no reason for the 
‘hostility to Mr. Seymour person- 
ally. He was the victim, they 
think, to the general enmity to all 
Americans, since the enactnient of 
legislation hostile to the Chinese 
here. The Secretary of State is ab- 
sent, and the President is absent, 
and there is no one in Washington 
with a voice of authority. No one 
at the Chinese|Legation will have 
anything to say to the press at this 
time. An old navy officer says 
that if Charles Seymour had been 
a British Consul it would bave been 
easy to foretell what would happen, 
but he was not a British Consul 
and it is not always true that pro- 
-tection to Americans follows insults 
or even assassination of our citi- 
zens.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The Ohio campaign, which will 
close to-day, has been one of the 
most stubbornly fought political 
contests ever experienced by that 
State, with a strong probability that 
the Republicans have been suc- 
cessful. To-morrow's vote will 
show whether or not the people of 
that great commonwealth are ready 
to turn over the State government 
to a political party possessed of no 
other tangible object than the en- 
joyment of the spoils of office and 
the unrestrieted manufacture and 
sale of corn whisky. Upon. this last 
issue the Republicans have lost 
heavily among the foreign element 
of their party, but have gained 
largely from the respectable portion 
of the Democracy.

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Gevernment Land Frauds. 
Sat LAkx, October 8. 

Colonel James Tullis, a special land 
agent of the Government, who has 
been investigating land frauds in the 
Territories of the Rocky mountains, 
and who is in Salt Lake, says there 
has been some big swearing by wit- 
nesses in some of the landoffices, and 
large tracts of land have been pat- 
ented by persons who had in no wise 
complied with the land laws. The 
desert lands entry Act has been vio- 
lated with a recklessness that was 
positively astonishing. In many cases 
it was found that absolutely nothing 
had been done toward reclaiming the 
lands, and yet what are known and 
regarded as good citizens have gone 
before the land officers and made 
solemn oaths that the land had been 
reclaimed and. all the conditions of the 
law complied with, where, in fact, nc 
mark made by human hands could be 
found on theentire tract. Other track 
have been taken up on the desert Act, 
that are no more desert than the val- 
leys of the Ohio river. Other lanis 
were found to have been taken under 
the timber culture Act, upon which 
was growing at the time of the origina! 
filing, more forest trees than the law 
requires when final proof is to be made. 
The homestead law has not been fairl; 
treated, and thousands of acres have 
been patented by persons who have 
not complied with one single require- 
ment of the law, upon fraudulent tes- 
timony produced by frand, and with 
the full intent and purpose to defraud 
the Government. Tens of thousands 
of acres of the public lands are fenced 
up by wealthy stock raisers, thus 
leaving actual settlers without a range 
for the family cow. In one instance, 
it was found that a man living near a 
city in Montana, had fenced up 300 
acres Of public land, and in his kind- 
ness of heart, had permitted the town 
people to pasture their stock in his 
enclosure for the moderate sum of one 
dollar per month per head. 


Waron Whisky. 
WASHINGTON, October 8. 

The anti-liqnor selling people are 
making an aggressive fight agains! 
the saloon-keepers of this city with 
the object of preventing the issu 
ances of licenses the coming year. 
They have brought forward a clause 
in the license regulations which pro- 
vides that licenses shall not be granted 
to any person who has been con- 
victed the year precediug the appli- 
cation for such license, of violating 
any liquor laws of the district, and 
through the Grand Worthy Chief 
Templar of the district bave sub- 
mitted it to the Commissioner with a 
list of names of every saloon-keeper 
convicted last year of selling liquor on 
Sundays, after hours, to miuors and 
without license. The list contains the 
names of many of the principal sa- 
loon and restaurant keepers, includ- 
ing the proprietors of the largest ho- 
tels in the city. If the regulation is 
enforced in all cases they have named, 
they will succeed in preventing the 
granting of licenses to 150 saloons.

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Caught in the Act, 
San FRANCIsco, Oct. 8. 

A Call special says: The Port Town- 
send W. T., Custom Inspector Mathe- 
son, captured the sloop Star“ with 11 
Chinese on board halling from British 
Columbia.

Lieutenant Fred. Schwatka, who had 
been exploring the Yukon river, came 
down with Ray’s party, having joined 
hem at St. Michaels. Schwatka re- 
ports having ascended the Yukon a 
distance of 1,800 miles further north 
than any other explorer has gone. 
The result of his trip will be made ip 
the form of a report, to the War De- 
partment. 

Wheelbarrow idiects. 

Federmeyer and Guerreo, the 
wheelbarrow pilgrims, started out 
yesterday on their overland trip. A 
large crowd assembled to see thein 
begin their jaunt. They are to trundle 
a wheelbarrow from San Francisco to 
New York, the winner to present him- 
self at the Herald office, New York, 
and receive $2,000, the amount of the 
stakes.

The Coombs Case— Murder in the 
Second Degree.
